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Barrier unit to keep out virus 


Steps have been taken to eliminate the 
mouse hepatitis virus (MHV) that has 
been interfering ynth UVic research pro¬ 
jects, reports animal care chairman Dr. 
Jeffrey Foss (Philosophy). 

The presence of mhv in the UVic 
animal care unit received attention in 
the local media this summer, after it was 
confirmed that the virus was present 
and might be affecting university 
research. Foss estimates that of the 
approximately 30 research projects in 
the unit, 12 might have been affected. 

At a meeting held on campus Aug. 31, 
the UVic animal care committee, faculty 
researchers, and outside experts made 
the decision that the infected mice would 
be put down, Foss says. Since there is 
some evidence the rats may carry the 
virus, they must also be put down, but 
the rabbits will survive—it does not 
appear that they can carry the virus. 
About 300 experimental mice and 12 rats 
have been destroyed and must be 
replaced. 

The decision was also made to prevent 
mhv firom recurring at this university by 
introducing extensive precautions and 
running the animal care unit as a bar¬ 
rier unit. Precautions will include hav¬ 
ing special mats on the floor to eliminate 
dust, special lab coats, and not allowing 
animals to be returned to the unit once 
they have been taken outside for teach¬ 
ing purposes. 

These precautions will be an incon¬ 
venience to researchers doing projects 
unaffected by mhv, and to faculty who 


wish to use the animals for teaching pur¬ 
poses. If cost were not a consideration, 
UVic would have both a barrier and non¬ 
barrier unit for research involving anim¬ 
als. However, there is one unit only, and 
researchers at the Aug. 31 meeting 
decided to co-operate in making it free of 
mhv, Foss explains. 

The virus is not a horrible thing in 
itself. All wild mice populations seem to 
carry it and mouse populations gener¬ 
ally get used to the problem. But, the 
virus causes strong reactions in the 
animals’ immune systems, and 
researchers in immunology using 
monoclonal antibodies produced by 
mice need to use mice with healthy 
immune systems at some point, Foss 
points out. 

The presence of mhv doesn’t mean 
that all of the affected research con¬ 
ducted since the unit opened two years 
ago is wasted. It does mean that some of 
the results must be checked, and it might 
explain why some of the research was 
not working. 

Foss says he would like to congratu¬ 
late all of the different university 
researchers from different departments 
who have managed to “get together and 
co-operate, and use our animal care unit 
even though it must be operated as a 
barrier facility.” 

He emphasizes that the Canadian 
Council for Animal Care has very strict 
guidelines regarding what is an ade¬ 
quate animal facility, and UVic “has 
every intention of abiding by their 
standards.” 


Enrolments linked 
to student aid—Granewall 


High enrolments in British Columbia 
post secondary education this year are 
directly related to the changes in the 
B.C. Student Assistance Program, 
according to Manager of B.C. Student 
Financial Aid Services, Nels Granewall. 

Because of the new debt ceiling and 
the rural equalization grants, many 
more studens are now able to consider 
going to university. “We’re very pleased. 
Everybody is seeing an increase, but I 
think we’re seeing the most because Vic¬ 
toria traditionally serves the rural popu¬ 
lations,” Granewall says. 

In previous years at UVic, approxi¬ 
mately the same number of students reg¬ 
ularly applied for student aid. This year, 
by the end of the summer the number of 
applicants had increased by 35 pef cent 
over the same date in 1986, from more 
than 1,400 to more than 1,800 
applicants. 

Granewall predicts that the increased 
volume of student aid applications will 
top 40 per cent by Feb. 19,1988, applica¬ 
tion deadline for this academic year. 

There is one “negative” aspect which 
Granewall’s office must deal with, how¬ 
ever. Many applications are coming 
from families who traditionally would 
not have applied because they are in 
high income brackets. 
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The intention of the government was 
to help children of families with small 
incomes go to university. But, some fam¬ 
ilies with incomes in the $70,000 to 
$80,000 range are applying for student 
aid for their children because they have 
the mistaken impression that more 
money is available. Also, the Financial 
Aid office is seeing applications from 
married couples which have one spouse 
earning a good income. 

None of the criteria making students 
eligible for aid have changed, but the 
public is reading into the advertising 
campaign what they want to read, says 
Granewall. 

In an already busy office, “we’re 
spending a tremendous amount of time 
explaining to parents why their children 
can’t get student loans,” he states. 


Shinerama 
hits the streets 

UVic students are continuing to battle 
against Cystic Fibrosis this year, by 
holding Shinerama today (Sept. 11) and 
tomorrow throughout downtown 
Victoria. 

This marks the 17th year that stu¬ 
dents have taken to the streets to shine 
shoes and raise money for research into 
the deadly genetic children’s disease for 
which there is yet no cure. 

They will shine shoes at hospitals and 
at liquor stores today, and move into the 
main campaign tomorrow, offering shoe 
shines on city streets and in shopping 
malls. 

People who wish to aid research into 
Cystic Fibrosis are urged to bring some 
extra change for a shoe shine when they 
go downtown, says Tino Selvadurai, 
Vice President, Services, of the Alma

Memorial Services were held at the Uni¬ 
versity Chapel Sept. 8, in memory of 
Shim-Ming Li, 38, who drowned while 
swimming near Port Alberni in late 
August. 

The family, friends and colleagues of 
this excellent graduate student filled the 
chapel for the service. Among those 
present from the university were Presi¬ 
dent Dr. Howard Petch, Dean of Science 
Alastair Matheson, and Dean of Gradu¬ 
ate Studies Alex McAuley. 

Li’s wife Jinghua Chen, and his six- 
year old son Sean attended the service, 
as well as his brother Shihu Li of Xian, 
China. Li is also survived by a sister in 
China. 

He was working towards a Ph.D. in 
Physics at UVic, and had a promising 


future as a scientist in sub-atomic phys¬ 
ics. He received his M.Sc. from UVic in 
Dec. 1985 and was expected to receive 
his Ph.D. next summer. 

As well as being an excellent student, 
Li was outgoing and very well liked by 
his many friends on campus. 

He was a member of UAI collabora¬ 
tion, a large multinational experiment 
located in Switzerland and headed by 
Carlo Rubbia, winner of the 1984 Nobel 
Prize in Physics. In July, representing 
the collaboration, he presented a paper 
on his work to the international particle 
physics conference in Sweden. 

Li’s work was internationally recog¬ 
nized as important. And when you met 
him, you felt you had met someone spe¬ 
cial, says Dr. Richard Keeler (Physics). 


Venice flood is subject 
of Lecture 


Viscount John Julius Norwich, chair¬ 
man of the Venice in Peril Fund, will 
deliver the first Distinguished Lecture of 
the 1987-88 academic year, at UVic in 
the University Centre Auditorium Sept. 
20 at 8 p.m. 

The topic of Norwich’s lecture will be 
“Venice in Peril.” 

A noted architectural historian, 
author and British television personal¬ 
ity, Norwich has written several books 
on art and architecture, and made more 
than 20 historical documentary films for 
television. 

In his free, public lecture at UVic, Nor¬ 
wich will speak on the 1966 flood that 
damaged hundreds of works of art and 
buildings in Venice, and subsequent 
international efforts to save the city. 

During his Victoria visit, he will also 
attend the conference of the Association 
for Preservation Technology, being held 
from Sept. 17 to 20, and deliver the con¬ 
ference’s keynote address. 

Among numerous publications 
authored by Norwich are The Architec¬ 
ture of Southern England, 1985; A His¬ 
tory of Venice vol. I, The Rise to Empire, 
1977, vol. 11, The Greatness and the 
Fall, 1981; (ed) The Italian World: his¬ 
tory, art and the genius of a people; the 
Normans in the South, 1967; Sahara, 


1968; The Kingdom in the Sun, 1970; and 
general editor of Great Architecture of 
the World, 1975.
